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Sir: 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
September 10, 2010, having a shortened statutory period for response set to expire 
October 10, 2010, wherein the Examiner required restriction that one specific 
compound be elected, as recited, for example, in 59 or 60 or 61 or one of 25. 

Applicants elect the compound of general formula (9) of claim 59, with claims 32, 
35. 38. 44. 47, 50 and 53 being readable thereon , for initial prosecution on the merits. 
Applicants also reserve the right to file a Divisional Application for the non-elected 
claims which the Examiner has indicated are patentably distinct. 

Applicants believe that no extension of time is required. However, this 
conditional petition is being made to provide for the possibility that Applicants have 
inadvertently overlooked the need for a petition for extension of time.
